MOONBASE AMERICA 


To the members that did not attend the March meeting, shame on you. 
You missed hearing all about a National Educational Project that was 
the most interesting and attentive program ever presented at ai club 
meeting. No heads were seen nodding and all eyes and ears were trained 
on Mrs Carolyn Staudt, Project Director for MOONBASE AMERICA, an 
Educational Project in conjunction with NASA, as she explained just 
what the project was all about. 


The project involves researching, using computers to collect = and 
analyze data, studying ecological systems, solving problems before and 
during the week-long simulation within the moonbase, experimenting in 
the physical sciences and communicating all findings, to the Command 
Center outside the structure. 


The basic structure includes one large 50° diameter dome, connected 
by corridors to eight 25° offshoot pods. Two of the pods will he 
reserved for sleeping quarters, while the others will be devoted to the 
experimental labs, the fish hatchery and hydroponics plant, foce 
preparation, recreation, energy and - waste management and space science 
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medicine. 


The large 50’ dome will house the computers, communications 
(Amateur Radios to talk to the outside world, over 60 students in the 
project have obtained their Amateur license), and government 
departments. 


Eighty four students will live inside this complex for seven days, 
simulating living and researching on the moon. 


The project will cost a lot of money, but the hands-on opportunity 
that the students will encounter, will be priceless to hundreds of 
students that will be participating. In order to help raise funds, they 
sponsored a Hamfest in March, are selling souvenirs and are raffling 
off a’vacation trip for two to Scottsdale Arizona with round-trip 
airfare, one-week stay in a 4 bedroom furnished house and one week car 
rental. The drawing will be on April 22, 1991. If you are interested in 
the raffle or wish to purchase one of the souvenirs, write to MOONBASE

44321. Do it now as April 22 is just around the corner. 


There will be an open house on Sunday afternoon April 14th, with 
Opening ceremonies on Tuesday the 16th at 10:00 AM, with Al Worden 
(Command Module Pilot on the Apollo 15 moon mission) as the key-note 
speaker.

On March 20th, the annual Tornado Drill was held at 10:10 AM. Many 
schools and communities held drills and sirens were heard in some 
areas. The EBS system was activated to start the drill. 


Amateur Radio Skywarn Nets were activated to see how many checkins 
we could get from each county in the National Weather Service's 
jurisdiction, a total of 18 counties. We can reach 11 of these on two 
meters. Stark County had the largest number of checkins with 52, Holmes 
20, Wayne 18, Summit 17, Coshocton 13, Tuscarawas 7, Portage 2, Carroll 
2, With no.activity or report from Belmont, Guernsey or Harrison 
Counties. We got into their repeaters but could mot get anybody ta 
reply so they were reported as NO REPORT, 


Then on Wednesday the 27th, we were under a Tornado Watch and a 
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High Wind Warning and was at the National Weather Service office, oar 
stand-by for four hours just monitoring for any reports and keeping our 
ey@ on the radar screen. Fortunately, the storm went North into Canada, 
with only a few short thunder storms in our area. We had wind damage in 
several areas. 


Remember, when the skies look threatening, turn on that two meter 
rig and monitor your local Skywarn Net, while keeping your eye on the 
sky. Report FUNNEL CLOUDS, TORNADOES, or WALL CLOUDS (confirmed or 
= ched)., HAIL more than i indi @ WIN 43 or 
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Tornado season is here and your report could save lives. In the 
near future, there will be a Skywatch Training Session for the 
newcomers and ta refresh the memories of the previously trained. I[t 
Will be announced on the Mutual Aid Net and the Tuesday ARES net.

He was born in 1924 into a beautiful 
Hungarian family having four sisters and one brother. - 


Like so many of us bern at this She, he learned very quickly that 
hard work was the name of the game and he accepted it’ as part of the 
game. AS a youngster, he took on all kinds of odd jobs and then when 
his back became strong enough he started to caddy. Now he was in the 
big money and he worked hard at it. The man that owned the golf course 
kind of took Julius under his wing and taught him the "ins and outs" of 
handling the problems that are involved in the operation of a course. 
Soon, Julius was not only supervising the caddies but was handling the 
club house too, mind you he was still in school. 


He excelled in his studies in school and won the Industrial Award 
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for his class--received $10.00 for that. The people at the golf course 
wanted him to come to work for them on a fuLY time basis but there were 
others that wanted him too.

He 
will always shake your hand the first time that he sees you in the 
morning and if he sees you later in the day you will receive a 
handshake again. It’s always a pleasure to shake your hand Julius and 
we hope that you and Helen continue to enjoy your retirement.

They both work differently so will try to explain 
the proper way to use them. 


QOUT-GOING DX QSL. BUREAU - If you are a member of the Canton Amateur 
Radio Club (you must be or you would not receive this mewsletter,; Hid 
and a member of the ARRL, you can mail out your DX QSL cards for free. 
Kay WELNK is our club manager for this service. Please use the 
following guidelines: 


Frepare your cards and give them to Kay WSLNK along with your MOST 
RECENT @ST MAILING LABEL (this is a must, even if you are only) sending 
one card). Kay would like to have enough cards to send at any. one time 
ta make it worth while. The cast is absorbed by the club for the 
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pastage and the $2.00 processing fee to the ARRL. A real bargain far 
you members. 


IN-COMING 8TH DISTRICT QSL BUREAU - This is an all volunteer 
service. Prepare at least two (or more if you expect a large amount of 
cards) 5" x 7 1/2" to 6" x 9 1/2" envelopes (no smaller - no larger). 
In the upper left hand corner, print your call letters in bold print 
at least 1/2 inch high. It is a SASE, so put on your mailing address 
complete and a 29 cent stamp. This amount of postage will handle 6 to 8 
cards. When the bureau sends your last envelope, it will be marked 
"LAST ENVELOPE AT BUREAU", so you can prepare some more envelopes. 


The QSL Bureau does mot handle USA to USA cards unless from 
bonafide OSL managers. The address to send these envelopes is:
